REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This paper is submitted in response to the Official Communication mailed Oct. 7, 2004. 
The undersigned attorney has now been appointed to continue prosecution of this application, 
and a formal revocation of power of attorney will be submitted to the PTO shortly. 

This response is substantially identical to the previous amendment submitted by Mr. 
Stephen Ackerman, except that claim 1 (in the listing of claims) is listed herein in its "original" 
form (as the amendment to claim 1 was never entered). 

Also, as in the previous response, claim 17 is shown herein as "Currently Amended" to 
reflect a proper claim number of 17 (rather than 18). In the "marked up" version of the claims, 
Claim 17 in the Amendment filed May 24, 2001 was inadvertently highlighted as being claim 
18, resulting in two claims 18. The incorrectly numbered claim 18 has been amended to a 
correctly numbered claim 17.
